New Game Regulations 
New. regulations . concerning — the 
hunting and killing of game .in the 
north country have been put into ef- 
fect, as announced by, Benjamin Law- 
ton, chief game guardian, of the pro- 


vince.’ For some time, residents north | 


of parallel 55, have been permitted to 
kill game at any seison of the year 
for their own use;“but’this ‘privilege 
has been abused by@residents and 
others, At the last session of the leg- 
islature the game act was amended to 
provide that no person shall kill game 
birds save during the open season, 
which in the case of ducks and geese 
is from September 1st to December 14 
and for prairie chicken and partridge 
from October 15 to October 31. Bx- 
ception has been made in the case of 
the White Winged Scooter commonly 
called Black Duck. These may be 
killed at any time north of the 55th 
parallel, In the case of big game the 
act now provides that residents of 
that part of the province residing 
north of the 55th parallel may kill big 
game during the close season only af- 
ter having obtained a resident's big 
game license, but in no case are big 
game animals to be killed during the 
closed seasons unless required — for 
food.

The Forest 
Fire Plague 


.* Despite reiterated warnings, . the 
‘toll take by fires from the Canadian 
‘forests grows in volume with each suc: 
ceeding year. The man‘in the street 
‘reads that forest fires are raging all 
over the province, remarks that it is 
too bad, and promptly, forgets all 
about it. But to the man in the street 
‘the-forest fire ought to be a very ser- 
ious matter, for in the long run‘it is 
his pocket that it directly affects. 
Canada’s timber is her second great- 
est asset; its actual and potential va- 
Ine {fg colossal; yet every year it is 
dlestroyed to the extent of hundreds 
‘of millions of dollars. Who starts the 
:fires? The railways, say some; picnic 
parties and careless sportsmen, say 
others; spontaneous combustion from 
-concentration of the sun’s rays during 
:a prolonged drought, say others again. 
Doubtless all three cases contribute 
more or less. It is also equally be- 
vyond doubt that none of these three 
“causes can be wholly eliminated, There 
iwemains the work of taking such pre- 
scautionary measures as shall reduce 
tthe risks to a minimum. 

This can be done in one way only— 
‘by providing a thoroughly adequate 
‘forest rangers’ service, both ag to 
“numbers, equipment and efficiency, 
For the chief forest ranger of Quebec 
tto talk about forbidding people to go 
into the woods during periods of the 
@rought without a special permit is so 
:much waste of words, for such a law 
scould never be enforced, and its mere 
existence would provoke people to 
rbreak it. a if observation stations 
were established throughout every 
‘forest district in the dominion, at 
points which command a view of a 
wide range of country, and if these 
“were equipped with high power tele- 
:scopes and men trained in observation 
who would maintain a constant watch 
n lines of military regularly and 
thoroughness, a big step would have 
been taken toward mimimizing the 
damage done hy, forest fires. 

To fight such fires requires special 
training and equipment, and a scrach 


force hastily assembled to cope with!» 


an. unforeseen emergency fs of little 
use, There must be trained men, and 
plenty of them. There must he the 
proper equipment, and plenty of sta- 
tions available and easy of reach, 
There must be a complet and effect- 
ive signaling system and the rangers 
must stick to their work from early 
‘spring until winter comes.

Tree Planting 
cn the Prairie 


The~forestry branch of. the. depart: 
ment of the interior has just issued 


, LIGHTES 
‘TLB.S 38 


a yaluable little booklet, telling of the . fe 


success which has been attained — in 
tree-planting on the prairies, It is be- 
lived at one time that it would’ be im- 
possible to grow trees successfully on 
the praire, and some early attempts 
were decided ‘failures, but the expert 
foresters experiniented and investi- 
| eated until they discovered just what 
kinds of trees would grow and just the 
kind of treatment that was needed to 
‘make them grow, The government 
realing, the value of tree belts to the 
lcountry, adopted the policy of provid- 
ling free treog for all who would plant 
and care for them, and in 1901, 58,000 
‘seedlings were supplied to forty-seven 
‘farmers in Manitoba and the North 
‘west territoritles. In 1902, 466,000 
‘seedlings were sent out; in 1903, 17,- 
‘950; and in 1904, 1,800,000; while in 
11917 some 7,664,000 seedlings and cut- 
tings were sent ont from the Indian 
Head and Saskatoon nursery stations. 
from 1901 to 1921,°no less than 60,- 
418,000 seedlings and cuttings were 
(sent out. There have been some fail- 
ures, but in a great inajority of cases 
\the trees have grown and the prairie 
[is now dotted with 40,000 sinall tree 
\belts, which are valued conservatively 
[at $12,000,000. And the work is only 
begun. It has been demonstrated con- 
clusively that there ure certain types 
of trees which will thrive upon the 
prairie, and the demand for these 
trees ig increasing every year. These 
tree belts add a touch of beauty to 
the farm home while they protect 
the house and stock and crops from 
heavy storms. It is also found that 
this. shelter makes possible the suc- 
cessful cultivation of fruits, ornament: 
tal shrubs, and flowers, which could 
not be grown successtully before the 
iplanting of the protective tree belt. 
During the first ten years, trees such 
as Russian poular, Manitoba Maple, 


white birch, ash and elm grow much | 


more rapidly than the conifers, such' 


as Siberian and American larch, Jack | 


and lodge pole pine, and white spruce; 
but during the next len years the coni-

_ The Pestilent Mosquito 


The. entomological peal of the do- 
minion department of agriculture is 
conducting investigations in British 
Columbia in connection wiih the mos-, 
quito. Of course the first proceeding 
in this task of combating this unpop- 
ular but numerous pest is to locate the 
breeding grounds; and in this work 
the branch has recelved much assis- 
tance from the Canadian Air Board’ 
What hag been accomplished in lucat- 
ing breeding arcas by means of the 
camera and the aeroplane is. detailed 
in an article in'the May-June number 
of the Agricultural Gazette of Canada. 

So far, the Lower Fraser valley of 
British Columbia constitutes the re- 
gion in which the campaign has been 
mainly carried on. The investigation, 
which embraces 2,000 square miles of 
affected territory was started In 1919. 
The first seasog an automobile was 
employed in a scouting expedition to 
ascertain the mosquito fauna of the 
district. The second season was (le- 
voted to a study of the factors deter- 
mining mosquito abundance, for this 
utilized to penetrate the huge cotton 
utilize dto penetrate the huge cotton 
wood swamps which are the main 
breeding places, In 1921 the mapping 
of the breeding places was engaged in 
and it was surveying the areas that 
the aeroplane was called. into ser- 
vice. During the war ornamental 
ponds were drained because it was 
found that the water was a guide to 
zepplelin raiders, In a similar man- 
ner flooded swamps, the breeding 
places of the pest, were revealed to 
the aylator, who besides observations 
took useful photographs . In this way 
ihe knowledge of location necessary 
for the eradication of the mosquito 
was obtained. The extent of the 
breeding of mosquitos in the district 
referred to will be understood when 
it is stated that by actual count, 3,218 
fertile eggs were revealed in a sin- 
gle square foot of sod cut from a 
ineadow subject to flooding. If the

WHY THE BRITISH 
FARMERS WANT. A: 
CATTLE EMBARGO 


&n open letter from the farmers of 
Great. Britain to the farmers of Can- 
ada has come through the live stock 
defenco committee, of which the Mar- 
qauess of Crewe Is chairman. It pur- 
ports to have been written for the 
sake of giving Canadian_farmers an 
understanding of just how the old 
country. feels on the cattle embargo 
question. R 


The letter begins with a reminder 
that the British agriculturist is pass- 
ing through a hard time and just now 
realizes that his future depends more 
than ever on breeding and feeding 
stock. This being so, he ‘sees with 
dismay thé threat of the removal of 
that security from serious disease 
which hag for close on thirty years en- 
abled him to pursue a breeding policy 
uninterrupted by ‘such scourges as 
cattle plague and plenro pneumonia. 

That such diesases are not Mkely 
to.be brought in by Canadian cattle is 
acknowledged, but the British farmer 
“fears that once the door js opened to 
let in the healthy cattle from the dom- 
inion of Canada every other country 
in the world which can show an ap- 
parent freedom from disease will cla- 
mor to be admitted and cannot. well 
be excluded.” : 

“After the passing of the act of 1896 
the leter, goes on, “our head of cattle 
after remaining stagnant at: about 10,- 
000,000 head for thirty years, gradually 
increased to 12,145,000 in 1914. During 
the war the number Increased from 12- 
145,000 on June 4th, 1924, to 12,545,000 
in, 1919, but declined to 11,732,000 in 
1920, recovering considerably in 1921, 
Such figures, we claim, justify our 
contention that the complete prohibi- 
tion of imported cattle on the hoof, 
except for fmmediate slaughter at 
the ports, has given a sense of secur- 
ity to stock breeders, especially in 
view of the fact that there has not 
been a case of pleuro pneumonia since 
the passing of the act. Moreover, the 
quality of beef and milk. cattle has 
been improved, owing to the earlier 
maturity in the. case of beef cattle, 
and larger individual milk yields in 
that of dairy cattle. 

“Since 1896 the only serious disease 
that hag troubled-us is foot and mouth 
disease. We have for several years 
at a time been free from it, but quite 
recently there has been a severe out: 
break. It is quite clear that if a case 
is detected before contact with other

As a matter. of fact most car owners

screw on the chassis-or some other 
equally uncertain’ factor, They do 
[eee stop to consider that our big man- 
ufacturers are turning out models in 
ten thousand lots. that differ. from 
each, other. in not the slightest dis- 
cernible degree. By the time a suc- 
cessful thief. has run a stolen car 
through his ‘service ‘station’ it would 
puzzle the most careful, owner .on 
earth to identify his vehicle. 

An instance in point is found in the 
recent experience of a’ car owner in 
a middle western city who lost his 
car, a touring model of a popular 
make, and after some weeks of anx- 
fous waiting was summoned to police 
headquarters, to see whether he 
could identify a vehicle answering to 
his discription of his lost car, 

Arrived at. the police station he 
found a small gronp of other owners 
who had assembled to try to identify 
the same car to see which he had been 
summoned, The hopeful owner had a 
number of marks by which he. ‘felt 
confident he could prove the owner: 
ship of the restored vehicle. There 
was a bent screw in one part of the 
chassis, a dent in one fender, a scratch 
of peculiar shape on the dash. 

The car with which he was con- 
fronted was undoubtedly of the same 
vintage as his lost boat, but © unhap- 
pily, it was painted a rich ultra, mar- 
ine blue instead of the dark green that 
had graced his vehicle. The most 
earnest scrutiny failed to disclose any 
of the distinguishing marks on which 
he had relied. 

Aslight.chipping of the new coat ot 
enamel revealed the fact that it had 
been put on over a previous coat of 
dark green that our friend had <les- 
cribed, but two of the other assembled 
owners had put in bids for dark green 
cars and eventually one of them man- 


the gearset housing. The identifica- 
tion was not particularly convincing. 
but in the absence of anything better 
it; served to give the car to the own- 
er who was able to describe the im- 
perfection. 

The only safe method of placing 
identification marks on a car ‘{g.. to 
‘put, them’on all major parts of the 


mechanism,» Pechaps the mos’ satis- 


factory method of doing so is to-place;: 


punch marks on the various units. All 
such marks should’ be put {in places, 
where they will not be readily dis- 
cernible; for instance, on the insile cf 
the axles, on the flywheel, on the up- 
per side of the gearset housing. After 
the marks have been made they are 
better for being rubbed over with 
grease until they are nearly indistin- 
guishable. The car can have a prick 
punch made with his initials on it 
in very fine type and with this .it is 
possible to place identification marks 
on the various parts that will gener: 
ally escape notice and yet remain per- 
manently. 

Another clever idea is to bore a 

few small holes s mere fraction of an 
inch into the framework at a given 
place, carefully measurel from per- 
manent landmarks. ‘Then fill these 
holes with lead and smear the spot 
well with grease. If there comes a 
time when it fs necessary to identify 
the care it is a simple matter to 
measure off the proper distance, take 
out the lead and prove ownership of 
the car,

On the dial of 
the clock wag the legend: “Brown 
Clock Company, Boston, Mass” In 
fine script beneath this maker's name 
was “Sold by J. K, Smith, Agent.” 
The thief had accepted this as a bona- 
fide agent’s name instead of a really 
clever identification mark, which it 
was, 

In a recent theft case in Boston, the 
owner of a stolen car was able to 
prove his ownership of a recovered 
car by means of his initials, . which 
were engraved in each of the hub 
caps, 

The individual owner can probably 
find a dozen distinctive ways of mark- 
ling his car for possible identification.

Occasionally ‘the rasp- 
berry sawfly will cause damage | to 
the foliage and when noticed can be 
controlled by the use of arsenical 
sprays, such as arsenate or lead or 
arsenate of lime, used at the rate of 
two pounds of the powdered form to 
forty gallons of water, and sprayed 
on the bushes. <A couple of thorough 
sprayings will generally suffice to con- 
trol this pest. | 

Every year there are numerous re- 
quests from growers, asking why the 
tips of their young canes are wilting. 
Upon close examination it will be 
scen that the cane has been girlded

at the point where it) has-commenced 
to wilt. This is the work ofthe rasp- 
berry cane borer and when this witt- 
ing is first noticeable is the time to 
institute control. Cut well below the 
wilted portion and destroy. the cut 
portion, If these are not. removed the 
young larvae hatching from the CEES 
laid in the girdle, will work down. the 
cane and practically destroy it. 

As soon as the fruiting season is 
over remove the old canes by cutting 
them off close to: the ground, and de- 
stroy them. This gives the new canes 
a better chance and assists in in- 
sect and pest control..

NEW CONSTITUTION PUTTING IRELAND 
UPON SAME BASIS AS DOMINION, 


‘ALLEGIANCE TO 


London, Sune 17—The draft of the 
new. Irish; Constitution, made’ public 
on the eve of the Irish elections, gives 
—as the document itself states—force 
of law to the Anglo-Irish treaty. and 
expressly declares that any provision 
of the constitution which {s' in any 
respect repugnant to the treaty shall 
be vold and inoperative. { 

The constitution thus embodies con- 
nection with the British: crown as_al- 
ready established’ in the, treaty, and 
generally places the relations between 
Ireland’ and the Empire’ on ‘the same 
basis as Canada and the other domin- 
fons. 

The constitution requires that every 
member of the Free State parliament 
subscribe faith and allegiance: to’ the 
constitution: and swear to be faithful 
to the King in virtue of the common 
citizenship of Ireland and: Great: Bri- 
tain and Irealnd’s membership in the 
British commonwealth of nations. 

The document contains seyenty-nine 
articles, and is consndered an up-to- 


World’s Largest Lifeboat 


Arrangements have been made: in 
Great Britain for building a new type 
of motor lifeboat which will be, the 
largest of any, yet known,’ Its length 
will be 60 feet and its beam 15 feet 
and its normal draft 5 feet 6 inches, It 
will be a 60 ton vessel propelled by 
twin screws, driven by two 76 horse 
power engines, at a epeed of from 9 
to 10 knots, It will be able to cruise 
for 100 miles without replenishing its 
supplies. Two passenger cabins are 
provided, one at the bow and one at 
the, stern, giving a total passenger 
carrying capacity of 150 people. Ap- 
pliances are provided for supplying 
warmth and hot food and. fur render. 
ing first aid to the injured. An_iuter- 
esting feature of the equipment is the 
provision of a searchlight and lfesay- 
ing net in addition to a gun for throw: 
ing a line over.a, vessel in distress, 
This vessel. will be stationed in the 
Mersey. 


CREOSOTED POSTS 
OUTLAST CEDAR 


For many years it has. been thought 
that the only, timber that would give 
a reasonable period of service ag 
fence posts was cedar. The forest 
products laboratories. of the depart- 
ment of, the interior at Ottawa, state 
however, that by employing a com- 
paratively simple method it is possible 
to treat posts of certain hardwoods 
in such a way that they, will have a 
life at least twice as long,’as cedar 
posts. The preservative is clearly 
shown in fencing erected at the domin- 
jon forestry branch-forest nursery er- 
ected at Indian Head in 1917. Here 
posts of Russian Poplar were treated 
and some used not treated, and it fs 
interesting to note that all the un- 
treated posts erected at this time have 
decayed and been removed while the 
treated posts are all still in service 
and appear as sound as the day they 
were placed in position.

Binder twine manufacturers have 
announced ‘radical’ price reductions 
that will. suve the farmers of Canata 
an amount of $7,000,000. 

This may sound like a pretty large 
figure to be saved on ‘42 purchase of 
so simple a commodity ag twine but 
that {g because very few people real- 
ize the tremendous amount of twine 
that ig used by the grain producing 
countries. When the average farmer 
goes to town just prior to the har- 
vest and loads up the necessary twine 
to bind his crops, it is doubtful if he 
ever stops to figure the amount of 
binder twine that is used. annually 
throughout the werld. His grain field 
comprising 200 300 or 1,000 acres 
seem very large to him and indeed 
they are. But consider the sum total

ada by reason of the reduction is $7,- 
031,250. Candadian farmers deserve 
congratulation on this immense sav- 
ing now in. sight for 1922. The manu- 
facturers are likewise to be congratu- 
lated on making this very attractive 
price. It indicates a willingness -,to
